Liters aa  ••revolutionary.*’  The  subject 
ohoeen  by  Mr.  Lockwood  was  “Christ’s 
method  of  reaching  the  working  class ea, 
mid  our  duty  toward  them.”  He  said 
the  ministers  were  not  reaching  these 
people.  The  evils  existing  and  to  be 
raesoved  were  the  heart  lees  puss  and 
tyranny  of  wealth  in  the  form  of  organ* 
iced  capital,  of  monopolists  and  specu¬ 
lators  who  take  advantage  of  the  weak¬ 
ness  and  extremities  of  the  poor.  He 
spoke  of  Christ’s  way  of  reaching  the 
poor,  that  he  never  acted  the  syoophant 
to  wealth,  end  that  hie  methods  in  these 
days  would  be  styled  eotttnnnistio. 
"The  dnty  before  os”  he  said ^  “is  to 
meet  with  ad  the  moral  power  we  pos¬ 
sess  the  sin  and  oppression  of  corpora¬ 
tions,  the  inhumanity  of  monopolies, 
and  the  organised  selfisboeas  of  capital. 
The  facta  are  that  men  lu  this  city  work 
seven  days  in  the  week,  and  are  allowed 
five  hours  for  sleep  oat  of  every  twen¬ 
ty-four  ;  there  are  girta  of  tender  years 
who  stand  twelve  and  fourteen  hours  ut 
counters  and  looms,  eking  out  their 
scanty  wages  at  the  sacrifice  of  health 
kbd  fife;  there  are  children  who  should 
be  at  school  sud  at  play  who  from  morn 
till  night  are  kept  on  the  treadmill  in 
our  stores,  learning  only  in  how  many 
different  ways  and  tones  the  word  ‘Cash’ 
may  be  sounded;  working  in  the  silk 
factories  are  children  from  7  to  13  years 
old,  who  can  neither  read  nor  write, 
and  are  ignorant  and  depraved.  Christ’s 
method  of  dealing  with  the  poor  was 
always  successful,  and  the  ministers 
ought  to  follow  it. "

The  population  is  made  up  pf  Presby¬ 
terians,  Cocgr.'gationalisra,  Dutch  Re¬ 
formers,  a  sprinkling  of  Methodists  and 
non  sectarians.  Thu  Preeby  teriaos  assert 
that  the  structure  was  erected  under 
their  auspices  and  principally  frith 
money  aouacribed  by  their  denomina¬ 
tion,  and  that  they  Lave  always  regarded 
it  as  their  own.  This  view  of  the  case  is 
repudiated  by  the  people  of  the  vicinity, 
who  claim  that  they  havo  for  nine  years 
been  contributing  to  a  food  for  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  this  chspel,  with  the  understand¬ 
ing  that  it  should  be  a  “Union”  chapel 
and  not  set  apart  for  the  use  of  any  par¬ 
ticular  denomination.  Harvest  home 
festivals  were  held  among  them  and 

motiey  was  obtained  through  fairs,  sew¬ 
ing  societies  aad  subacriptioua  from  the 
Sunday  School.  Tbe  fatter  institution 
was  always  cottdufffed  on  tbh  “Uniou” 
plan,  although  its  Superintendent  was  a 
Presbyterian.
